Internet, intergenerational 


A group of Andover senior citi- 
zens and high school students 
were brought together this school 
year by MentorNet, an intergen- 
erational program. Now, some of 
them are giving indications that 
the ties they formed may last 
beyond the school year. 

Funded by Bell Atlantic for the 
1999-2000 school year, MentorNet 
was directed by a steering com- 
mittee of high-school teachers, 
senior-center directors and 
senior citizens in the participat- 
ing towns, including North 
Andover and Methuen. 

The voluntary program paired 
senior citizens and students to 
promote a one-on-one learning 
environment, in which students 
taught their senior partners the 
Internet and e-mail, and seniors 
discussed real-life experiences 
and choices, including college 
selection and career planning. 

According to math teacher Jay 
Darrin, the program was recipro- 
cal. “Both sides have a lot to give 
and get from this (experience),” 
said Darrin, who also serves as 
an adviser to the community ser- 
vice program at Andover High 
School.

These guidelines helped them 
explore career and_ college 
options while using the Internet. 

For example, at one meeting, 
teams took the Harrington-

ment prompted a discussion of 
future career options for the stu- 
dent, and a comparison of the 
senior  citizen’s assessment 
results with his actual career 
choices. 

The success of the program, 
which was run in two 13-week 
sessions, hinged on the partici- 
pants’ dedication to learning and 
teaching. 

Although most of the senior 
citizens were already computer 
literate, they still enjoyed and 
learned from the experience, say 
those involved with the program.

Parents had already raised $35,000 
more than usual this year, specifically to 
help rebuild the popular Dragon’s Lair 
playground, when Town Meeting voters 
decided against giving $40,000 more to 
help their cause.

But the decision meant that the school 
might be forced to close the Lair, and 
that building a whole, new playground 
would be delayed. 

The news was deflating. For a time, it 
seemed as if Bancroft parents were 
“fundraised out,” says PTO President 
Thyra Sherman. 

Then, Joshna Patel stepped forward. 

The mother of ‘popular, former Ban- 
croft student Yogan Patel, Joshna Patel 
donated $40,000 in her son’s memory. 

From all accounts, the donation was 
given with the purest of intentions. 

Shortly after Yogan succumbed to 
bone cancer in 1998, Joshna Patel told 
the Townsman that she couldn’t remem- 
ber a healthy Yogan ever walking any- 
where. He always ran. 

He must have enjoyed the Bancroft 
playground. 

And though there was some talk the 
playground might be named in Yogan’s 
honor, Joshna Patel said she was uncom- 
fortable with the idea, says Sherman. 

The playground will likely keep the 
name Dragon’s Lair, and simply be built 
in memory of the outgoing, former 
student. 

In a time when some people only seem 
to give in an effort to get attention, it’s 
refreshing to hear the story of the Patels. 

Sherman says the gift has helped 
reenergize Bancroft parents, who now 
believe they can raise the rest of the 
money. They plan to. target local 
companies. 

We encourage local businesses to 
come forward with remaining $10,000 to 
$15,000 the PTO is seeking. 

We encourage them to come forward, 
not because they want their company’s 
name in the paper, but because like 
Joshna Patel they want to do some- 
thing good for the town. 

Or simply because they'd like to 
provide a better place for children who 
like to run.

The local Whatsoever Society 
announced plans for a “novel and 
refreshing” Friday evening concert 
featuring the cradle songs of various 
nations. 

Although previously undefeated in 
league play, the town cricket team suf- 
fered close losses to both Methuen and 
Everett. The skillful bowling of 
Andover player Boyle stood out in an 
otherwise disappointing pair of perfor- 
mances by the home squad. 

In other sports news, Phillips 
Andover cyclists secured first, second 
and third place in a two-mile race 
against arch-rival Exeter. PA student 
P.H. Sherwin won the meet, which 
occurred at Charles River Park in 
Boston. 

The fifth annual Robinson Prize 
debate ensued at Phillips Academy 
before an audience of several hundred 
students and townspeople. Speakers 
argued over whether the progress of 
civilization required _ partitioning 
China among “the great powers.” 


75 YEARS AGO 


A miniature cyclone marked by 
funnel-shaped clouds of dust moved 


through town, tearing off a set of farm 
covers in the process. 

Seventh- and eighth-grade girls dis- 
played their hand-made dresses, 
aprons and underwear at a sewing 
exhibit held for parents and friends. 

Margaret W. Scott, a sophomore at 
Punchard High School, received first 
prize for the second straight year in 
the Lincoln spelling bee. Judges 
awarded a grand total of $10 to the 
repeat winner. 

Workers completed construction of 
the new Shawsheen School for a sum 
of $230,995.87, just over four dollars 
less than the $231,000 appropriated by 
town officials. 

At Phillips, a group of 173 students 

the largest class in the history of the 
school received diplomas during a 
morning commencement ceremony. 


Census figures set the population of 
Andover at 12,261 inhabitants, an 
increase of 1,139 over the 1940 count. 

The school committee elected 
Harold Howe II, a 32-year-old history 
teacher at Phillips Academy, as head- 
master of Punchard High School.

“substandard” working conditions 
such as overcrowded classrooms and 
elimination of class offerings. 

At the same _ session, Commit- 
teemen George Olesen and John 
Lyons surprised onlookers by resign- 
ing in tandem.

Because of traffic, neighbors cool to

Residents of Main Street, south 
of Phillips Academy, say the 
school’s plan to handle the traffic 
from two proposed hockey rinks 
off South Main Street is not very 
neighborly. 

The academy plans to start 
building the first of two regulation 
hockey rinks this summer on 
eight-acres of Academy-owned 
land just south of the main cam- 
pus and abutting the football field. 

Access to the sports facility 
would be solely through a pro- 
posed new road which will exit 
onto South Main Street (Route 28.) 
The historic Pearson farmhouse 
and barn, owned by Phillips, will 
be moved and four other buildings 
and six tennis courts will be torn 
down to accommodate the sports 
facility. 

Neighbors on this residential 
portion of Route 28 say they have 
no problem with the proposed 
rinks, which will be used by the 
Andover Youth Hockey 

Association and other commu- 
nity skating groups. But they fear 
the impact the additional traffic 
will have on an already-busy 
Route 28. Early estimates by 
Phillips’ traffic experts suggest 
that, at peak times, up to 85 cars 
per hour or 1,700 cars per day 
could carry young athletes in and 
out of the area. Hours of operation 
could be from 6 am. to 11 pm, 


seven days a week. The rinks wil] 
be open year round. 

But the report by transporta- 
tion engineers Vanesse and Asso- 
ciates, minimizes the impact on 
Route 28, saying that the road is 
already a high-volume and high- 
speed road. 

Residents most directly affect- 
ed by the complex know all the 
hazards of living on a busy road. 
But, they argue, they will bear an 
unfair burden from increased traf. 
fic if the school does not change its 
plans to allow all the rink traffic to 
exit and enter only onto Route 28. 

“We have no problem with the 
academy building a rink. We want 
the academy to have the best rink 
possible and the hockey associa- 
tion to have skating time,” said 
Melissa Morris Danisch, who 
lives diagonally across from the 
proposed rink. “The problem is 
with the exit and entrance. We are 
trying to convince the academy 
that they should use existing acad- 
emy roads that exit onto Salem 
Street. That would diffuse some of 
the traffic onto Route 125.” 

Luziana and Donald Gardener. 
who for 40 years have lived at 249 
South Main, directly across from 
the proposed facility, agree with 
the Salem Street solution. 

“From Salem Street, traffic 
could chose to go to Route 125, or 
Highland Road to North Andover 
or north and south on Main

Street,” Gardener said. “The 
whole burden of traffic wouldn’t 
fall on our neighborhood.” 

Michael Willams, Phillips’ 
director of facilities, said that 
since the academy is surrounded 
by _ residential neighborhoods, 
neighbors will be affected by any 
decision the school makes. 

“There are residential neigh- 
borhoods all around the campus 
and a number of public roads. but 
there is only one state highway,” 


he said. 

“Our traffic experts told us that 
our best bet is to use Main Street. 
That its high-volume nature wil] 
not be significantly altered by 
rink traffic.” 

He said that most of the traffic 
will be generated by the communi- 
ty, not Phillips students. 

“We are trying to serve 600 
youth hockey players, potentially 
the high school. We think this is 
the right thing to do,” he said. 


proposed PA rinks 


Skaters, particularly the 600- 
member Andover Youth Hockey 
Association, are delighted with 
Phillips’ plans for a new rink, pos- 
sibly two. 

The academy will continue to 
allow town hockey players and the 
Andover Skating Club to use the 
rink, a neighborly arrangement 
the town has enjoyed since the 
first rink was built in 1950. 

Phillips has made no secret 
that it planned to replace the 
inconvenient and outdated rink. 
Williams has held four meetings 
with the community since last 
November. 

News of the proposed $6 to $7 
million sports facility has general- 
ly been received positively by the 
town. But its design has changed. 

In a letter sent to residents last 
fall, Phillips enclosed a conceptual 
sketch of the plan — one rink with 
70 parking places. 

New plans show a substantially 
larger facility with two rinks, one 
to be built this fall and another in 
three to four years. It has parking 
space for 200 cars. 

When completed, the new facil- 
ity will extend 500 feet parallel to 
South Main Street, have seating 
for 600, house a pro shop, many 
changing rooms, a lobby and a 
concession stand. 

Now that the specifics of the 
plan are known, other groups

By Ethan Paquin 
hawsheen School may be 
the smallest learning 
institution in town, but 
the inception of a new learning 
system promises to make it a 
big topic of discussion. 

The  .250-student school 
recently became one of a hand- 
ful of “demonstration sites” for 
the Talents Unlimited pro- 
gram, a nationally-accredited 
educational model developed 
to enhance youngsters’ cre- 
ative and critical thinking 
abilities. 

Thousands of schools in the 
country have adopted the pro- 
gram to some extent, said prin- 
cipal Theresa Murphy, but 
hers is one of only 16 where 
visiting teachers can observe 
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Education

teaching methods, and survey 
students and parents about the 
results. 

“The theory for the program 
is that all children are smart, 
and all children should devel- 
op their skills to the greatest 
extent they can,” she said. “It’s 
a way of making sure children 
develop their talents in impor- 
tant areas.” 

The program 
proficiency in productive 
thinking, decision making, 
communication, writing, and 
understanding cause-and- 
effect, she added. 

Teachers stress these areas 
using various exercises and in- 
class activities, depending on 
the class. Examples include: 

* A math class talks about 


emphasizes 


how a quarter is worth 25 
cents, and then figures out 
other combinations of coins 
that would amount to 25 cents. 

+ An English class talks 
about the stories they have 
recently read, each student 
sharing which one he or she 
felt most drawn to. Students 
focus on the reasons they 
enjoyed reading a particular 
story, such as its theme, per- 
sonal interest or a character 
who entertained them. 

« Students write about their 
interaction with a story, or 
their interest in a particular 
subject. 

For the school’s kindergart- 
ners and students in first and 
second grade, said Murphy, 
the program means _ boosted 


confidence and self-awareness 

with added side benefits. 

“It’s good preparation for 
the MCAS exams,” 

Janis Baron, who has 
helped train TU methods to 
Shawsheen teachers since 
1994, became aware of the 
model when she worked in 
gifted and talented programs. 

“IT realized it was appropri 
ate for all kids and is teacher 
friendly,” said Baron, who has 
trained teachers in Vermont 
and Massachusetts since 1989. 
“Tt makes kids aware of the 
thinking they’re doing. There’s 
understanding of their think 
ing process.” 

Raising self-esteem is anoth- 
er benefit of using the model in 
class, Baron said.

Over the course of 75 years, 
Shawsheen School served the 
town of Andover in many 
capacities: grade school, admin- 
istrative offices and all town 
kindergarten including the 
early childhood center. 

Since 1991, Shawsheen has 
been an all-optional-enrollment 
primary school for the town, 
serving children in preschool 
through the second grade.

More than 80 witnesses may testify 


Kartell murder trial set to start; could last three weeks 


Testimony from more than 80 poten- 
tial witnesses could span nearly a month 
in the murder trial of James Kartell, a 
former Andover plastic surgeon accused 
of killing his estranged wife’s fiance. 

The trial begins Monday in Salem 
Superior Court. 

Prosecutors and defense attorneys 
have retained 82 people on witness lists, 
seeking to paint a clearer picture of the 
events surrounding last year’s shooting 
death of Janos Vajda of North Andover, 
an engineer who moved in with Suzan 
Kamm, Kartell’s former wife. 

A verdict could come down within the 
month, according to some. 

“We anticipate (the trial) will go about 
three weeks,” said Steve O’Connell, 
spokesman for District Attorney Kevin 
Burke. “That seems to be an estimate 
from both lawyers.” 

O’Connell said Judge Isaac Borenstein 
indicated he would set aside a section of 
his court for the press, seeking to curb 
the dozens of print and television media 


outlets that are expected to set up shop 
both in and outside the Salem court- 
house. 

Kartell, who practiced throughout the 
Merrimack Valley for 24 years, is 
charged with first-degree murder after a 
visit to Holy Family Hospital on Feb. 23, 
1999, turned violent. 

Kartell visited Kamm in her hospital 
room that night around 6:40 p.m., where 
Kamm was being treated for pneumonia. 
Upon arriving Kartell saw Vajda and 
Kamm there, and a fight ensued. Kartell 
shot Vajda in the stomach and head. 

Kartell was subsequently stripped of 
his license to practice medicine in Massa- 
chusetts and New Hampshire, and barred 
by restraining order from entering his 
former 29 Brady Loop home or the 
Chelmsford and Andover offices he 
shared with Kamm, a 
psychotherapist and clinical social work- 
er. Kamm later lifted the restraining 
order. 

Kamm stated in a hearing last year 


that Kartell was suffering a mental break- 
down. Prosecutors contend Kamm’s mov- 
ing in with Vajda about a month before 
the shooting may have broken Kartell 
and driven him to act against Vajda. 

Prosecutor Fred McAlary has said 
notes between Kartell and his marriage 
counselor, Michael Lawler, may show 
Kartell has trouble dealing with his 
anger. 

Wrangling over the 
those notes caused a delay in the trial, but 
Judge Howard Whitehead ruled last 
December the notes were relevant to 
establishing Kartell’s state of mind lead- 
ing up to the shooting. 

Defense attorneys argue that Kartell 
shot Vajda in self defense, to escape a 
severe beating he was suffering from the 
larger Vajda. To that end, Kartell asked 
prosecutors to take blood samples to 
determine “who's blood is’ where,” 
according to McAlary.

A world away, Andover woman, elderly answer orphans call

There was something about the scene of 
row upon row of toddlers imprisoned in 
their white orphanage cribs that tugged at 
her heart and wouldn’t let Deborah Arm- 
strong forget. 

“IT saw a TV show over a year ago about 
the sad state of Romanian orphans and I 
had it in the back of my mind to do some- 
thing,” she said. 

Recently, Armstrong got the opportuni- 
ty when she heard Elaine Yourtee speak 
about the plight of the children and about 
the medical and humanitarian relief orga- 
nization she and her husband, Edward L. 
Yourtee, had founded. The Windham, 
N.H. couple formed the charitable organi- 
zation, Nobody’s Children, in 1992 and 
have since adopted two boys from Roman- 
ian orphanages. 

Armstrong, of North Main Street, vol- 
unteered immediately and assumed the 
responsibility and expense of outfitting a 
complete art room for an orphanage in 
either Bucharest or Brasov, Romania. 

A personal shopper for executive 
clients at Macy’s Department Store in 
Burlington, Armstrong and her family and 
friends are gathering art supplies that tod- 
dlers would enjoy, including paper, paints, 
finger paints, glitter, glue sticks and play 
dough. But she was stumped when it came 
to making play smocks for the children to 
wear when they are painting. Her neigh- 
bor, Rose Cardella, offered to make one or 
two smocks, but she needed 40. 

“T called several retirement communi- 
ties to ask for help, but everybody said 
‘No, until I reached Pat at Edgewood 
Retirement Community in North 
Andover,” said Armstrong. 


Pat Greig, social director at Edgewood, 
said she has been looking for a way to let 
her elderly residents to do work that 
counts, when Armstrong called. 

“We have been looking for something to 
do to give back to the world, but we were 
turned down many times,” Greig said. 

Now, two women, Marjorie Griffin and 
Rose Jacobs, are the core members of the 
group sewing the smocks, but others are 
joining every day, she said. 

The smocks will be added to the thou- 
sands of pounds of clothing, blankets, toys 
and play equipment that the Yourtees 
have sent to several orphanages in Roman- 
ian and, more recently, in Bosnia. 

Under the repressive Communist 
regime of Nikolae Ceausescu, orphanage 
care in Romania was not much better than 
it was 80 years ago, according to Yourtee. 
Even in the aftermath of the overthrow of 
the Ceausescu family, nothing improved 
for the hundreds of orphaned children in 
government-run homes. They were kept in 
tall cribs until the age of three, receiving 
little attention from the overworked staff. 
They didn’t play, weren’t held or read to 
and rarely had medical attention, she said. 

“Unfortunately, most institutionalized 
children develop progressively severe 
developmental delay because of lack of 
stimulation,” Yourtee said. “If the child is 
not too old and too far advanced, this insti- 
tutional delay is easily reversed by a lov- 
ing and stimulating environment.” 

Armstrong’s art room and colorful sup- 
plies will give these disadvantaged chil- 
dren the simple joys of creative play. 

Nobody’s Children has also brought 
doctors and child-care workers to America 
for training in modern techniques and

sent over teams of New Englanders to help 
modernize the facilities. They have 
brought children to Boston for medical 
and surgical care. 

“People in American have lost sight of 
what counts, particularly our young peo- 
ple,” Armstrong said, explaining why she 
took responsibility for the project. “I find 
in my job that people are so materialistic. I 
also have many handicapped customers. 
They are the most appreciative of my ser- 
vices.” 

Within the year, she plans to join a 
Yourtee-sponsored group on a working 


visit to an orphanage in Romania. 

Right now, she is looking for donations 
of art supplies or money to buy easels or 
other equipment. Basic supplies are finger 
paints, crayons, paint and paper, but the 
material must be new. 

“Elaine sends only new items. She does- 
n't want to send hand-me-downs to these 
children,” she said.

Scanion received the award Kno 


from MassRecycle, a statewide achievement award for recycling, Pat Scanlon (banjo) 


nonprofit organization _ that 
promotes recycling, reuse, 
waste reduction and compost- 
ing. 


Even though this honor MassRecycle’s 
highest came after 25 years of eco-friendly 
activism, Scanlon reacted with genuine sur- 
prise to the news. 

“Did they know something that I didn’t 
know?” he joked. 

But, by serving on the board of directors for 
the National Recycling Coalition (NRC) during 
its infancy and founding MassRecycle itself, 
Scanlon demonstrated the “early leadership” 
that MassRecycle President Paula Thompson 
cited as prerequisite to lifetime achievement in 
recycling. 

“Pat envisions pos- 
itive change [and] 
motivates others to 
make improvements 
in our field,” noted 
Thompson in a memo 
supporting her nomi- 
nation of Scanlon for 
the award. 

Scanlon began 
work as a _ self-pro- 
claimed “cheerleader 
for recycling” during 
the mid-1970s, follow- 
ing a stint with mili- 
tary intelligence in 
the Vietnam War. 
Under RECOR, a pro- 
ject spearheaded by 
Scanlon, juvenile 
offenders picked up 
glass for recycling 
and gained = mar- 
ketable skills in the 
process.

“This wasn't being done anywhere,” recalled 
Scanlon, a Merrimack College graduate. 

When funding for RECOR diminished, Scan- 
lon realized that only a formal program would 
prove successful in the long run. “In order for 
recycling to work, we needed to develop a sys- 
tem,” he said. 

By pitching his idea for curbside recycling 
containers to a number of manufacturers, 
including Rubbermaid, Scanlon hoped to reme- 
dy the situation. 

Yet company representatives seemed reluc- 
tant to accept his proposals, at least initially. 

“They thought I was off the deep end,” 
admitted Scanlon. “But I was on a mission.” 

The creation of cutting-edge recycling plans 
for communities such as Waltham, Marblehead, 
Somerville, and New Britain, Conn., encour- 
aged manufacturers to jump on the bandwagon. 
Apart from coordinating the projects, Scanlon 
started a business that marketed blue Rubber- 
maid set-out bins. 

In addition, the NRC just adopted his parody 
cover of the Kenny Rogers tune The Gambler, 
complete with recycling-oriented lyrics, as its 
official theme song. 

Despite his various achievements, Scanlon 
cautioned against losing focus of broader envi- 
ronmental goals. 

“We've really done well, but it takes a lot of 
time for the infrastructure to grow. Recycling 
doesn’t really happen until you or I buy some- 
thing made from recycled materials,” he said. 

With a full-blown curbside program kicking 
off in Andover on July 1, Scanlon continues 
pushing the cause, reminding residents that 
“there is no excuse now for people not to 
recycle.”

These 4 Andover 


veterans honored 
on Memorial Day

our Andover residents 
f= a Memorial Day to 
remember Monday, 
when they received Bronze 
Stars for their achievements in 
World War II. 

Long-time Andoverites 
Alexander Milne, Robert 
Pustell, Ned Spoto and Bruno 
Skiba were each given the 
awards during ceremonies at 
Memorial Auditorium, follow- 
ing Monday’s parade. Receiv- 
ing the honor on Memorial 
Day, seemed to make the pre- 
sentation particularly mean- 
ingful for them. 

“I get very emotional during 
Memorial Day. I think of all 
those kids, the ones I was with 
who are no longer here, who 
never got to see their parents, 
or who just got married and 
never got to see their wives,” 
says Spoto. “There were thou- 
sands and thousands and hun- 
dreds of thousands and that’s 
why I say, “Thank you, God, 
for letting me be home with 
my family.’ Because I never 
thought.I’d make it.” 

Although the four men sur- 
vived the war, all were greatly 
affected by it. 

“When the war was over, it 
must have taken 10 years 
before a sound like a_ shot 
would make me not want to 
drop (to the ground),” says 
Pustell. 

“They’re all World War II 
combat veterans. They all have 
amazing stories,” says John 
Doherty, veterans agent. 

Here’s just a glimpse at each 
of their stories: 


Robert Pustell 


Echoing his fellow Bronze 
Star recipients, Robert Pustell 
says he doesn’t believe he 
received his Star because of 
one specific action, or day or 
battle. 

He thinks he was given it 
because, day after day, he 
willed himself to charge up 


hills into enemy gunfire. 

“Imagine you're behind a 
wall. It’s such a relief. You’re 
out of the fire. Then, you have 
to will yourself to go again. 
What a tremendous force of 
effort it takes to make you do 
that,” he says. 

What Pustell, a lieutenant, 
doesn’t reveal is the tremen- 
dous force of effort it must 
have taken him to also get 
dozens of other men to follow 
in his footsteps. 

Although he had received 
training as a mechanical engi- 
neer, with the Army facing 
heavy casualties with the Bat- 
tle of the Bulge, Pustell was 
called to be a rifle platoon 
leader. 

“It’s the job you don’t want. 
It's what lieutenants _ get 
because the army wants to 
give it to young, hard charg- 
ers,” says Doherty. The casual- 
ty rate was high. 

“We knew it (going in), but 
it wasn’t impressed on us quite 
as much as it very quickly 
was,” says Pustell. “Most of the 
second lieutenants didn’t last. 
Oh, I'd say three days was the 
average. I lasted 28 days. The 
record anyone knew of was 90 
days. Before that you were 
either dead or in the hospital.”

Pustell was thrown into a 
more-than-24-hour battle dur- 
ing his first night with his pla- 
toon. 

“All I knew was the name of 
my sergeant. I knew no one 
else in the platoon. We put our 
boats in the water and started 
to paddle,” he says. 

They met heavy fire on the 
opposite bank. 

“We fought through the 
night. All you could see were 
shadowy shapes. You never 
knew if you hit anybody or 
not,” he says. 

As Pustell spent the next 
month fighting Germans hid- 
ing in farm houses, on hilltops 
and in zigzag trenches, that 
became a common theme. Peo- 
ple on both sides spent little 
time aiming, and most of their 
time spraying bullets. 

“With the amount of stuff 
flying through the air, it’s 
amazing anyone survived at 
all. But most of it missed; 99.9 
percent hit anything but dirt,” 
he says. “Everyone was too 
excited. No one really aimed. 
You went for volume.” 

But eventually, Pustell’s 
luck ran out during a battle, as 
he turned around to see that 
his men were following him. 

“Instead of looking down 
the mountain, I was looking up 
at the sky. I couldn’t figure out 
how that could be,” he says. 


He’d been shot, and the bullet 
had hit his spine, ribs and 
shoulder. 

“I was completely paralyzed 
from (the chest) down. I had 
trouble with my diaphragm, | 
had trouble breathing,” says 
Pustell. 

Though doctors were 
amazed he didn’t suffer worse 
damage, Pustell was fortunate 
to recover from what was 
termed a “spinal concussion.” 
In fact, he was on leave from a 
hospital in Paris on VE Day. 

“When we got into Paris, 
the people were going crazy, 
singing, waving whiskey bot- 


tles, dancing,” he says. “I was 
just recovering. It was an 
exciting time, to say the least. | 
could barely walk, let alone 
dance wildly.” 


Ned Spoto 


A good-natured guy, Ned 
Spoto chuckles to himself 
when people tell him to get 
under an umbrella at the first 
sign of rain. 

“If they only knew that we 
slept in the mud, with no 
change of clothing, for days 
and days and days,” he says. 

Spoto was a member of 
Company G, 359th Infantry 
Regiment, 88th Division, 
which suffered heavy casual- 
ties in a drive through Italy 
toward Rome. 

“It was a terrible, terrible, 
disastrous endeavor. It was 
done at a high cost. I remem- 
ber, as I was moving around, 
all the young kids fighting. No 
beards, no nothing. Nothing 
but fuzz on their cheeks,” he 
says. 

One day, he received a letter 
from his parents saying some- 
one had offered to buy his car 
back home. 

Spoto told his parents to get 
rid of it because he couldn't 
use it. But, in truth, Spoto says 
he told them to sell it because 
he figured he’d never get home

Fol- 
lowing Dr. Cushing’s retirement to Yale two 
years later, she worked for his successor, Dr. 
Elliott Cutler. 

She married Cleveland Gilcreast in 1933 
and moved to Andover in 1935. She was an 
active member of the South Church, the 
November Club and the Merrimack Valley 
Wheaton Club and raised three children. 
From approximately 1952 to 1965 she worked 
part-time, first as a secretary for the Andover 
School Department and then in the Andover 
Library. Around 1965 she enrolled in Harvard 
Extension courses and was accepted in the 
degree program. She received her bachelor’s 
degree cum laude from Harvard in 1972. 

She was a tireless correspondent and wrote 
long letters to many friends in the U.S. and 
Europe. She and her husband enjoyed travel- 
ing abroad, particularly later in life and they 
always planned their itineraries around visits 
to old friends and new ones. She was also a 
member of the Traveler’s Club of Greater 
Lawrence. 

Members of her family include three chil- 
dren, Betsey C. Davey of Greer, S.C., Judith 
W. Nowinski of Andover and Christopher 
Gilcreast of Denver, Colo.; her brother, G.

er. Fortunately, scientists have found new ways to 
best those old pests. After 10 years of intense 
research, a safe, effective, chemical-free alternative 
to pesticides is available. It's a trap that has been 
used by the U.S. Army, the Coast Guard and the 
Air Force to protect their troops in mosquito- 
infested areas. 

The Mosquito Magnet? trap works by mimic- 
king a large mammal's breath by producing the 
proper amount of carbon dioxide, heat and 
humidity from propane gas. The machine then 
emits a warm, moist carbon dioxide plume, which 
attracts the insects. As they approach the source, 
they are vacuumed into the machine where they 
dry up and die. 

A standard 20 pound propane tank makes the 
trap as easy to use as a gas grill. The fuel tank lasts 
three weeks, burning 24 hours a day, before it 
needs a refill. No electricity or batteries are 
required. It works silently without any annoying 
zapping sounds. 

In independent testing the trap caught more than 
100,000 mosquitoes per night in the Florida Ever- 
glades and more than 1,500 biting insects per 
night in Newport, Rhode Island. The U.S. Coast 
Guard used six traps in the Bahamas to capture 
more than a billion mosquitoes. That's a billion 
mosquitoes that will never bite-or breed-again.

Summer 
S Safety: How 
“Ma to keep sum- 
# mer fun safe

As the weather gets warmer, more and more people - 
children, in particular — leave the cocoon of their homes to 
get some fresh air and exercise. The little ones like to ride 
their bikes, strap on in-line skates, play baseball or soccer, 
and swim in the pool. 

It’s great for exercise and passing the time, but along 
with all the extra time spent outdoors comes the risk of 
injury. 

Estimates show more than 775,000 children under the 
age of 14 are treated in emergency rooms for sports-related 
injuries, according to the National Safe Kids Campaign 
website. The majority of those injuries are due to falls, col- 
lisions, being struck by an object and overexertion, usually 
occurring during unorganized or informal sports activities. 

As parents and grandparents, you need to know how to 
keep your children safe this summer, whether they're 
engaging in recreational activities, such as in-line skating 
or organized team sports, such as Little League baseball. 

According to the National Safe Kids Campaign, chil- 
dren are at a greater risk than adults of sports and recre- 
ational injuries because they aren’t always able to assess 
the risks involved and generally have less coordination, 
slower reaction times and less accuracy. 

Protecting the eyes 

Eyes are delicate, precious parts of the body that should 
be protected, especially during sports games or other 
recreational activities. Usually that protection comes in the 
form of glasses. 

John Simko, registered optician at Andover Optical, 
recommends children wear sports safety glasses, which are 
available in both prescription and non-prescription lenses. 
This advice goes for all children, but especially for those 
who normally wear regular glasses. 

The main cause of eye injury, according to Mr. Simko, 
is not the glass, but the frames that split and cut the eye or 
just above the eye. 

These are especially necessary for children who engage 
in contact sports, such as soccer and baseball, according to 
Mr. Simko. 

Soccer, while one of the country’s fastest growing youth 
sports, is a rigorous contact sport that sends many injured 
children to the hospital each year. According to the 
National Safe Kids Campaign website, nearly 78,000 chil- 
dren ages five to 14 were treated in emergency rooms for 
soccer-related injuries in 1998. 

And baseball isn’t much better. Not only does baseball 
have the highest fatality rate for sports among kids 
between the ages of five to 14, a total of 91,000 children in 
that same age bracket were treated in emergency rooms for 
baseball-related injuries in 1998, states the website. 

In-line skating 

Padded or not, in-line skaters are everywhere. Whether 
for fun or fitness, in-line skating is one of the hottest recre- 
ational sports in the country. 

While the sport is safer than some of the more tradi- 
tional sports, the number of injuries sustained from in-line 
skating accidents cannot be ignored. According to the 
National Safe Kids Campaign, almost 67,700 children ages 
five to 14 were treated in emergency rooms for injuries 
related to in-line skating in 1998. 

Simply putting on protective gear could have prevented 
many of those cases. As many as one-third of in-line skat- 
ing emergency room-treated injuries could have been pre- 


vented or lessened in severity by the use of protective 
equipment, according to the National Youth Sports 
Safety Foundation (NYSSF). 

Although safety gear can reduce injuries, it’s not 
always worn by in-line skaters. For some, the reason 
might be a feeling of invincibility (“I know what I’m 
doing, I'll never get hurt”), while others may feel silly or 
uncomfortable wearing protective equipment. 

Protective gear is usually sold separate from the 
skates: most sports stores sell both junior and adult sizes. 
When purchasing in-line skates, there are several safety 
items you should buy. 

Special skate helmets offer fuller protection than bike 
helmets, as they cover more of the head. Wrist guards 
are an important piece of the puzzle, as wrist fractures, 
sprains and strains account for the majority of in-line 
skating injuries. Many people, when they realize they are 
going to fall, put out their hands and arms to protect 
themselves. The result can be a sprained or fractured 
wrist - and a trip to the hospital. Knee and elbow pads 
are necessary to protect those easily-skinnable joints. 

Once you’re all geared up, you need to know the rules 
of the road. The International In-line Skating Associa- 
tion (IISA) offers these guidelines for the safe skater. 

* Skate smart: Always wear your protective gear, mas- 
ter the basics such as stopping and turning, and keep 
your equipment in working order. 

- Skate alert: Skate under control at all times, watch 
out for road hazards, avoid water, oil and sand, and 
avoid heavy traffic areas. 

+ Skate legal: Obey all traffic regulations, just as you 
would if you were hiking or driving a car. 

- Skate courteoi . Skate on the right and pass on the 
left, announce your intentions by saying “passing on 
your left” and always yield to pedestrians. 

Like anything else, your in-line skates and protective 
gear will need maintenance on a regular basis. The IISA 
recommends inspecting your skates and gear just before 
or right after each outing. Rotate the wheels, wipe down 
the bearings, check the spacers and inspect the brake sys- 
tem components. 

This quick routine can help ensure a safe and enjoy- 
able skating experience. 

Swimming 

Lynn Tilley and Nanc Dumond are the directors of 
Pools Schools Plus, an instructional program offering 
lessons to children and adults in swimming, water safety 
and accident prevention. 

Drowning is one of the leading causes of death in 
young children, according to the National Safety Coun- 
cil. More than 300 children under the age of five drown 
each year, and more than 2000 children under five are 
treated for injuries associated with pools. 

Ms. Tilley said most swimming accidents can be pre- 
vented. Common sense tells parents they must keep a 
constant eye on children while they are swimming. 

Parents should bring a cordless phone to the pool 
area or allow an answering machine to pick up the 
phone. Most parents will watch their children carefully 
while the child is in the water, but believe running to the 
house to answer the phone only takes a second. The 
National Safety Council cautions that one second can 
make a difference in a child’s life. 

Water instruction benefits both children and adults. 
The National Swim School Association provides aquatic 
programs for young children. According to Ms. Tilley, 
the NSSA offers more than swimming lessons, providing 
educational seminars on drowning prevention and pool 
safety. 

While instruction is beneficial, the American Acade- 
my of Pediatrics cautions parents should not be lulled 
into a false sense of security. The AAP states children are 
not developmentally ready for swimming lessons before 
the age of four. Aquatic classes are wonderful in assimi- 
lating children with the water, but can’t always prevent 
drowning. Also, flotation devices are helpful, not guar- 
antees. Parents shouldn’t rely on plastic inner tubes, 
inflatable arm “floaties” or other toys to prevent acci- 
dents. 

No run- 
ning, jumping, diving or dunking others. Be sure your

The NSSA advises par- 
ents and caregivers should 
be trained in cardiopul- 
monary resuscitation 
(CPR) in case an accident does occur. And inflatable 
safety devices should be kept nearby, along with reach- 
ing or throwing aids. 

Biking 

In 1998 alone, more than 320,000 children between 
the ages of five and 14 were treated in emergency rooms 
for bicycle-related injuries, according to the National 
Safe Kids Campaign. 

One crucial way to help prevent head injuries is to 
wear a helmet, as it can prevent or reduce the severity of 
brain and head injuries. 

It can be scary to ride a bike for the first time, but 
with a parent’s attention and care, the experience can be 
enjoyable for both adult and child. The Bicycle Helmet 
Safety Institute offers these suggestions to fun and safe 
biking with your children. 

Gear: Outfit them with a helmet, gloves to protect the 
skin on their hands and maybe even skaters’ knee and 
elbow pads in case they fall. Adjust the bicycle for your 
child and be sure they can reach pedals, bars and brakes 
comfortably. 

Brakes: Show your child how to properly stop the 
bike. Hold them up and gently move them forward as 
they use the brakes to stop until you’re sure they can do 
it on their own. 

Balance: Run alongside the bike, holding it up by the 
seat with one hand on the handlebars to show them how 
to keep the bike upright. 

Riding: Nobody learns without practice. Riding with 
your child is probably the best way to practice the rules. 
Go over the rules, then ride, stopping occasionally to

Wetherell effected a leverage buyout 
of CMGi in 1986, employing his back- 
ground in mathematics to develop a 
business model based on an Internet 
platform. Significantly enhancing the 
revenue and market share of CMGi, he 
took the company public in January, 
1994. 

One month later, Wetherell founded 
BookLink Technologies, the first of 
what has turned out to be a family of 
Internet start-up companies. Ten 
months after the inception of Book- 
Link, it was sold to America Online in 
a stock-based transaction, which ulti- 
mately was worth in excess of $70 mil- 
lion to CMGi. 

Wetherell used the proceeds of this 
sale to fund a two-pronged strategy: the 
incubation of a series of start-up Inter- 
net companies, and the formation of 
Ventures, a strategic investment and 
development affiliate. 

Ventures invests in early-stage Inter- 


net and interactive media technology 
companies. 

“The CMGi portfolio of companies is 
assisted by Wetherell’s vision and lead- 
ership in the Internet industry, both in 
the evaluation and execution of new 
investment and business development 
opportunities, and in leveraging the 
synergies inherent in their related 
businesses,” says a release. “In dura- 
tion, a measure of time someone 
spends viewing a site, CMGi-related 
companies have 891 million minutes 
per month, exceeded only by Microsoft 
and AOL.” 

Wetherell’s future plans reportedly 
call for further development of what he 
calls the “virtual keiretsu,” a network 
of companies that do business with 
each other by adding other organiza- 
tions with companion skill sets.

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Redistricting, organizational issues will need, get attention 


Mary Lyman, a School Committee 

member during the last round of redis- 
tricting in 1994, remembers the hard feel- 
ings. It’s not too difficult. She says she’s 
still reminded of them. 
. “Last month I was at a party and a 
woman came up to me and said, “You 
moved my kid from Bancroft to South.’ It 
was the only thing she knew about me, 
and it’s been a number of years now,” 
says Lyman. 

“The resentment is real. There are 
very few people who want to move from 
one school to another,” she says. “It 
wouldn’t be that easy for me to tell my 
kids they couldn't be in the same school.” 

But Lyman does have some advice for 
the current School Committee. She says 
the program in place at Shawsheen 
School, which ends at second grade, 
«seems to help kids move to new schools 
in third grade. 

Shawsheen students get pen pals at 
their new school and have someone show 
them around before the new year begins. 

“If you follow the Shawsheen model 
for transition, that could make it a 
smoother transition,” she says. 

Although they have not yet looked at 
possible redistricting plans, School Com- 
mittee members and the superintendent 
also emphasize that they will listen to 
parents before making their decisions. 

“T certainly remember what it was like 
(during the last redistricting), and want 
to be as thorough as we can,” says Chair- 
woman Tina Girdwood. “They'll certain- 
ly put us through the paces if they don't 
like what we’re doing.” 

“That's going to be one issue. | suppose

Even when his company 
was given time for rest, Spoto 
says all they could do was sit 
and watch the detail men pile 
up the slaughtered bodies. 

But, like many WW II veter- 
ans, Spoto has never talked 
about these memories before. 

“When you have these kinds 
of thoughts, you don’t feel like 
telling people. You don’t feel 
like telling people you had to 
take your own (killed troops) 
and unhook their belts so you 
could get their ammunition,” 
he says. “People don’t want to 
hear these things, and we don’t 
want to talk about them. But 
every once and a while, it 
comes back to us.” 

Spoto never went to see Sav- 
ing Private Ryan and never 
watches more than a few min- 
utes of any war movie on TV, 
because he’d rather avoid the 
memories. 

“T have a lot of episodes that 
we never, never talk about. We 
ended up picking up the crack- 
ers that people were throwing 
away. You can never say you'll 
never do this, you'll never do 
that, because you don’t know,” 
says Spoto. “I don’t talk about 
them. I’ve never even told my 
son. 

“T used to write to my wife, 
‘Everything is fine. Don't 
worry. The weather is good 
here,” he says. 

Spoto was removed from the 
front after an artillery shell 
landed so close to him that 
when it exploded, the shrapnel 
flew up over his head, hitting 
people behind him. 

He was deaf for nine days 
after the explosion, and the 
incident briefly affected his 
sight. But Spoto considers him- 
self one of the lucky ones, 
because he survived. 

“T got a letter from one of

the fellows from Company G in 
45. I was in a hospital and he 
had been looking for me. He 
said there were only 17 of us 
left,” says Spoto 

Company G originally had 
240 men 


Bruno Skiba 


Like some of his fellow 
Bronze Star recipients, Bruno 
Skiba claims he isn’t sure he 
should be singled out to 
receive the honor. He says he 
looks at one of his friends, a 
man who lost a leg in the 
armed forces, and wonders 
what he gave during World 
War II that could compare to 
that. 

“T always figured, if you had 
the Bronze Star, the Silver 
Star, you did something very 
outstanding,” says Skiba. 
“Maybe I did and I didn’t know 
about it.” 

Modesty aside, however, 
Skiba is clearly proud of his 
combat infantry badge, one of 
several military awards and 
ribbons he received during 
World War II. 

Skiba fought in the infantry, 
was at the front with the com- 
bat engineers, became an 
interpreter and then, when the 
fighting in Europe was over, 
headed to the Pacific. He was 
one of the men Patton drove 
toward Berlin, until the gener- 
al was ordered to stop, and 
Skiba also marched in review 
of MacArthur on July 4, 1945. 

He says he was transferred 
from the 341st Infantry to Com- 
pany C, 311th Combat Engi- 
neers Battalion because his 
paperwork described him as a 
demolition expert. 

The problem was, replace- 
ments were needed at the front 
so badly when Skiba was in 
basic training that he never 
learned about demolition. 

“I was supposed to have 12 
weeks basic training. They 
they had the Bulge,” says 
Skiba, “and they cut our train- 
ing down to eight weeks. I did- 
n't even have time to learn 
how to put TNT on a bridge.” 

Nevertheless, Skiba joined 
the combat engineers, building 
temporary bridges over rivers 
so American soldiers could 
cross and continue occupying 
Nazi-controlled land. 

“But when we’re building 
our little erector sets, the Ger- 
mans on the other side aren't 
saying, ‘Gee, what a nice job 
they’re doing,” says Skiba. 
“They're shooting.” 

Skiba doesn’t talk much 
about such action, however. 

“T try not to. It doesn’t do me 
any good,” he says. 

Instead, he focuses on the 


lighter times that helped him 
get through the war, such as 
the time he tried his hand as 
the company cook 

‘When I was in the Philippi 
ans, we were eating Australian 
hash for almost three weeks,” 
Skiba, by then a staff 
So he asked his sup 
ply sergeant for some cabbage 
and rice, and used the hash 
ingredients to make _ stuffed 
cabbage for his entire compa- 
ny. 

“The word went right 
through the other companies. 
They said, ‘Why are they get- 
ting stuffed cabbage and we’re 
still eating hash?” he 
Later his _ superiors 
ordered “Don’t ever let
